Representatives from the towns of Mattapoisett, 
Marion, Rochester and Fairhaven came together to for- 
mally dedicate the new Mattapoisett River Valley Water 
District (MRVWD) Water Treatment Facility on Tinkham 
Lane in Mattapoisett on Friday, May 30. 

A project that has been five years in the making, 
the treatment plant was the culmination of a water study 
committee initially formed in 2003 by the four towns 
to look at water quality and treatment options, supply 
capacity for the four towns, future needs, redundancy and 
emergency backup. The committee of twelve members — 
consisting of three representatives from each of the four 
towns — worked cooperatively for over a year evaluating

these various treatment options and costs. 

"This is somewhat of a monumental event for 
the four towns involved/' said Fairhaven Executive 
Secretary Jeff Osuch, who also serves as Vice Chairman 
for the MRVWD. 'The towns of Fairhaven, Mattapoisett 
and Marion have collectively 10 drinking water wells in 
the Mattapoisett River basin. Through the efforts of those 
communities we looked at a series of options: should we 
build one plant, two plants, should each town build their 
own plant? We were finally able to settle on building this 
one facility you see here and we were able to connect 
eight wells (to it). Fairhaven has four wells, Mattapoisett 
has three wells and Marion has one. Of those eight, two 
wells have been shut down for quite some time: one 
Marion and one Fairhaven, due to the contamination of 
iron manganese into the wells. Once this plant is fully op- 
erational, however, those wells will be able to come back 
online.'' 

"This plant cost over $16 million," said MRVWD 
Chairman Don Torres. "That's the bad news. The good 
news is that by working together we saved, collectively, 
$4.9 million from what it would have cost and that speaks 
to regionalization." 

The committee ultimately recommended the con- 
struction of a 6 million-gallon-per-day facility including 
oxidation with ozone followed by membrane ultrafiltra- 
tion to provide the best available water treatment. While 
current peak demands being about 3.25 million gallons a

day, the plant has been built to accommodate up to twice 
that capacity for future expansion. 

"By joining together as a region we were able 
to connect these eight wells with all the water quality 
coming out of here being the same for the three communi- 
ties and the residents of Rochester that are tied into the 
Marion line, but it also provides the backup that is needed 
in case of an emergency,'' Mr. Osuch said. ''With the re- 
dundancy factor built in, we can provide the water to the 
residents of the three communities throughout the year 
even if one, two or even as many as three of these wells 
are down for repairs or any other problems that may ex- 
ist. That ability will alleviate some of the concerns about 
water quality and also the supply issue into the future as 
water demand increases." 

With the swift approval of the four town's voters 
via unanimous Town Meeting votes to form the Mat- 
tapoisett River Valley Water District, the next step was 
garner approval on the state level. To that end, assistance 
was provided by State Representative William M. Straus 
and State Senators Mark Montigny, Marc Pacheco, and 
Joan Menard. The project was also awarded a low-inter- 
est, 2 percent 20-year loan through the State Revolving 
Fund administered by the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) and the Massachusetts 
Water Pollution Abatement Trust. 

"The model that works and the model that I hope 
becomes sort of a taxpayer protection act is this type of re- 
gional project," said State Senator Mark Montigny. "In the 
end if we don't do projects like this and we're not respect- 
ful of the environment — water, land and air — we won't 
have the same beauty and quality of life." 

"Obviously this is a great day," said State Rep- 
resentative William Straus. "I represent all four of the 
towns (in the water district). Any great idea like this starts

Also honored during the ceremony for providing 
some of the land off Tinkham Lane that was not already 
owned by the Town of Mattapoisett was lifelong Matta- 
poisett native Howard Tinkham, who was presented with 
citations and commendations from Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Stephen Lombard; State Representa- 
tive William Straus; and State Senator Mark Montigny.

beautiful red maple tree that stands in the shadow of the 
Center School clock tower in Mattapoisett enjoying its 
beauty while taking in the shade that it offers. The tree 
has been a part of the south lawn of the school for about 
30 years. On Saturday, May 31 a small group gathered 
under the tree to rededicate it as the living memorial that 
it was meant to be — a memorial in honor of Suzanne 
Rogers. 

Suzanne was a first grader at the Center School 
in 1977. She was struck by a car on Crystal Spring Road 
and passed away at Saint Luke's Hospital on May 31 of 
that year. In her honor her classmates chose to plant the 
red maple as a living memorial to their classmate. The 
school's playground was also dedicated to the youngster. 

In the years since the tragedy the Center School 
has expanded, the old playground was moved and many 
of its old components were removed as new regulations 
deemed them unsafe. The maple tree has grown and be- 
come a familiar sight to those who pass by, but the plaque 
honoring Suzanne was lost over time. 

Mattapoisett School Committee Chairman Eliza- 
beth Milde said, "The school committee commissioned a 
new placard to be made and last week the gentleman who 
was doing this called me over and six inches beneath the 
ground we discovered the old one with her name on it. 
That gave me an inspiration and a good feeling that we 
were in the right place and that we were following the 
intentions of the group who 30 years ago put the plaque 
there, who wanted her name to be a part of this school 
property because she was an important part of the school 
community." 

She closed by saying, "This is a fitting memorial 
planted here by her classmates and it continues to grow 
straight upwards and it enjoys its place in the sun. It has 
many more days in the sun. It is the first to see the chil- 
dren as they enter the school and it is the first to see them 
as they walk home. We needed this marker to remember 
so that we can educate and let people know in the future 
what is important to us and what we value as a town." 

The plaque was then unveiled reading, "This tree 
was planted in memory of our first grader, Suzanne Rog- 
ers, December 19, 1969 - May 31, 1977."

Predator or Prey? 

Mattapoisett Land Trust Hosts Coyote Lecture 
By Robert Chiarito 

Over the years the coyote, along with its rela- 
tive the wolf, has been the subject of much suspicion and 
scorn from the human population. Long-rumored to be 
predators of everything from house cats to small children, 
the canine has gained an unfair reputation that has made 
it a target of both fear and scorn. On Saturday, May 31 the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust welcomed Dr. Jonathon Way to 
the Friends Meeting House on Route 6 in Mattapoisett for 
a lecture that helped those in attendance gain not only a 
greater appreciation for the animal, but also a degree of 
respect as well. 

Dr. Way, who was raised and lives presently in 
Barnstable, has been fascinated by coyotes since he was a 
high school student at Barnstable High, where he is now 
a teacher. He realized that there was little known about 
the creatures he would see roaming through his neighbor- 
hood in the wee hours of morning or at dusk and he has 
made it his life's work to study the Eastern Coyote and 
help others gain an understanding of this highly misun- 
derstood animal. 

Whether you have seen a coyote or not, chances 
are that there are coyotes living near by throughout the 
tri-town region. Coyotes like to live in areas that have a 
combination of cover, for example woods, where they can 
protect their young and open space near a water source 
where they can hunt for small animal such as rodents.

Some of the more perfect environments in this area are 
cranberry bogs, golf courses and small airstrips. Dr. Way's 
studies have found that cranberry bogs are a perfect 
environment for these animals as the bogs provide all of 
the aforementioned elements. In many cases area cran- 
berry farmers have grown to appreciate having a family 
of coyotes living on the edges of their farms as they are a 
natural means to suppress the rodent populations that he 
feed on the farmers' crops. 

According to Dr. Way coyotes exist in 49 of the 
50 United States with the exception being Hawaii. Their 
population have also not made it to Long Island or other 
outer islands such as Martha's Vineyard and Nantucket, 
but he feels that they will cross over to Long Island at

some point in the near future as many have been seen 
roaming through the greater New York City Metropolitan 
area. 

Closer to home Dr. Way has tracked animals us- 
ing radio collars as they have traveled through and settled 
in and around the greater Boston area. Young coyotes 
who do not have a pack tend to settle in areas that are 
unpopulated by other coyotes, establishing a territory of 
their own. It is Dr. Way's opinion that somewhere in the 
not too distant future coyotes will settle in Boston and 
they will use the Common as their home. 

The Eastern Coyote is a larger canine than its 
western cousin. Area coyotes are descendants of animals 
that migrated to the area in the middle part of the 20th 
century. At some point the coyotes came to mate with red 
wolves creating a hybrid animal that is slightly bigger 
than a pure coyote. These animals can grow as large as 50 
pounds as compared to its 40-pound western brethren. 

Coyotes tend to shy away from humans and are 
only known to become aggressive when they feel that 
their young are threatened. They have apapted to become 
nocturnal hunters as a means of avoiding contact with 
people. Coyotes do not prey on domestic cats out of habit 
but they will take a cat if one is found in the wild. 

Dr. Way said: "Once a house cat enters the 
outdoors it becomes a part of the wild for all intents and 
purposes. The best way to protect them is to not let them 
roam alone or to keep them inside.'' Coyotes pose virtu- 
ally no threat to human beings as long as certain precau- 
tions are taken. These precautions include not feeding the 
animals either purposely or not. In other words, do not 
leave them a food source and always cover your trash in a 
secure manner. A dog is apt to keep animals away as they 
will bark to protect their territory. Making loud noises 
such as banging a pan will also do the trick to ward off

a curious coyote. While coyotes are not know to attack 
humans with any regularity, it is best to not leave small 
children unattended near wooded areas. In Massachusetts 
there have only been three or four cases of a coyote bit- 
ing a human being. If you know there is a coyote in your 
neighborhood, try to get your neighbors in the habit of 
following along with these precaution as well. 

Dr. Way is the author of a book titled Suburban 
Howls that explains the details of his studies and is one of 
the few sources of information on the subject of coyotes 
in suburban and urban settings.

of a quorum of some 110 voters. 

After a presentation of the town's annual schol- 
arship awards to sisters Rae and Nikita Bourque, Mr. 
Hartley reviewed the procedures for Town Meeting and 
then commenced with ARTICLE 1, which asked voters to 
accept the Annual Report of all town officers and commit- 
tees. 

Article 1 passed via unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to set the 
salaries of elected town officials for Fiscal Year 2009 as 
follows: Town Moderator ($100 Annual Town Meeting, 
$50 Special Town Meeting); Board of Selectmen Chairman 
($4,750); Board of Selectmen members ($3,650); Board 
of Assessors ($8,740 each); Board of Assessors Admin- 
istrator ($23.18 per hour); Tax Collector ($20,189); Town 
Clerk ($20,189); Tree Warden ($623); Constables ($8.53 
per hour); Highway Surveyor ($64,577); Board of Health 
Chairman ($1,874); Board of Health members ($1,563); 
and Herring Inspector ($395). 

Resident Tom Skrutski suggested that since a 
lot of people are "on hard times," all salaries should be 
frozen and level-funded for one year. "We've got a lot of 
people who are just hanging on this year and I want you 
to take that under consideration," Mr. Skrutski said. 

"I think the Selectmen got a 50 percent raise," said 
resident Antonio A. Sol, "because they only attend meet- 
ings twice a month." 

According to Selectmen Chairman Richard 
Nunes, all the recommended salaries represented a 
three-percent cost of living raise, nothing more. The total 
amount is estimated to be about $4,000.

you'll see it's a lot less dollarwise for the number of 
people involved/' said Tax Collector Tom Gayoski. 

With that, the motion to amend the article by 
freezing the salaries at FY08 levels was defeated, approxi- 
mately 35 to 70. 

Returning to the original Article 2, the measure 
passed via unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to amend 
the town's Classification and Compensation Plan to reflect 
a three-percent cost of living increase between FY08 and 
FY09. 

Article 3 passed via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to approve 
a total $15,879 million General Operating Budget for 
FY09. 

"We're using all our Free Cash and all avail- 
able revenues (to balance the budget) this year, so we'll 
have no additional money," noted Finance Committee 
(FinCom) Chairman Christopher Park. As of this Town 
Meeting, the town retains an estimated $1.3 million in its 
Stabilization Fund. 

Among budget items which voters questioned 
was a requested $23,500 for "Information Systems," which 
doubled over the last two years. Mr. LaCamera said this 
was due to changes in the Town Hall computer system 
which has been upgraded in that time. 

Tax Collector Tom Gayoski also moved to reduce 
the Building Inspector's salary from a requested $57,680

to $28,840 — effectively cutting it in half. 

"With the economic times and the changes in the 
building industry, I do not feel that the job necessitates 
this amount,'' Mr. Gayoski said. "The number of building 
permits in the last six months has decreased drastically. I 
feel (the job) can be done for less money." 

Several other residents expressed concern over 
the Building Inspector's performance and alleged that he 
has been "overzealous" in his enforcement of zoning by- 
laws and permit requirements.

tion on that this year. There are (also) other projects going 
on around town. If there are problems with the Building 
Inspector, as you alluded to, we need to deal with the 
person and not the salary." 

'Tf we have this building boom that's on the hori- 
zon, Fm sure we can come up with the money to fund this 
particular line item,'' added Mr. Gayoski. 

'T know a lot of you are upset with the Building 
Inspector because he is doing his job and enforcing the 
zoning laws," said resident Donald Jones. 

Despite this, the motion to amend this line item 
carried, 88 to 18. 

Resident Susan Adams questioned the increase in 
detail overtime wages and expenses under the Tree War- 
den's budget. According to FinCom Chairman Park, this 
was to pay outside contractors to assist with removing 
dead trees in town along with paying for police details 
during this task. 

Park Commissioner Steve Grenier moved to level- 
fund the Park Department's budget at $25,370 from FY08 
and not the recommended $20,000. The motion passed via 
majority vote. 

A motion was made by the FinCom to reduce the 
Business Interruption Insurance line item from $33,000 to 
$26,000, which was unanimously approved. 

The FinCom also moved to increase the amount 
of money to be transferred into the town's Reserve Fund 
from $40,000 to $68,060. The motion passed unanimously.

Voters then ultimately approved a total $15,879 
million General Operating Budget under Article 4 via 
majority vote, 99 to 1. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to ap- 
propriate a total $1,471 in Natural Resource Expenses as 
follows: Planting of Shellfish in Marion ($300); Silver shell 
Beach in Marion ($300); Tri-Town River Commission 
($300); and Buzzards Bay Action Committee ($571). 

Article 5 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $2,000 for the New Bedford Women's Shelter. 

Article 6 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to autho- 
rize a total of $75,000 in revolving funds for the following 
town departments: Library Materials ($5,000); Recycling 
Program ($10,000); Hazardous Waste Recovery ($10,000); 
Rochester Country Fair Committee ($30,000); Cultural 
Council ($5,000); Council on Aging ($10,000); and Soil 
Board ($5,000). 

Article 7 carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 8, voters were asked to ap- 
propriate a total $231,887 in state Chapter 90 funds for 
roadwork in Rochester. 

Article 8 carried unanimously. 

ARTICLE 9, under which voters were asked to 
change the position of Tree Warden from an elected to an 
appointed position, was unanimously tabled. 

Under ARTICLE 10, voters were asked to consid- 
er amending the Rochester Finance Committee (FinCom) 
By-Laws to change the configuration of the FinCom from 
seven to five members. According to FinCom Chairman 
Christopher Park, they have had difficulty in recruiting 
new members and this would allow them just three mem- 
bers to make a quorum instead of four under the current 
configuration.

Article 11 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 12, voters were asked to amend 
the town's General By-Laws with regard to posting 
requirements for bulletin notices, including the Town 
Meeting warrant, to delete the junction of Cushman and 
Hartley Roads; the junction of Mary's Pond and County 
Roads; and North Avenue by the Telephone Exchange; 
and then insert the Plumb Library; the Council on Aging; 
and the Town of Rochester's website.

To the Editor: 

The present residents of Little Neck Housing for the 
Elderly respectfully request that the proposed expansion of 
Little Neck Village, to include mixed income affordable housing, 
be relocated to another plot of land in Marion, and that the Little 
Neck land not be transferred to the Marion Affordable Hous- 
ing Trust but remain in custody of the Town of Marion for the 
reasons stated below: 

• The original intent of the November 8, 1976 Town 
Meeting vote to establish Little Neck Village ''to provide hous- 
ing for elderly persons of low income,'' and subsequent autho- 
rization by the Massachusetts Legislature on March 15, 1977 
through enactment of Chapter 41 of the Acts of 1977, authoriz- 
ing the "Town of Marion Elderly Housing Loan, Act of 1977" to 
fund the project, still remains today as does the continued need 
for elderly housing. Those town officials and Town Meeting vot- 
ers intended for Little Neck Housing to remain as elderly hous- 
ing to serve future elderly in need of affordable housing. Their 
intent was not to provide housing for families or mixed income 
residents, but rather for use only by the elderly. 

• The ongoing need for elderly housing in Marion is 
demonstrated by a continual list for Little Neck of at least 40 
persons as well as a continual list for the Marconi apartments. 
Also, the 2005 Affordable Housing Plan describes the greatest 
need for affordable housing to be for the elderly, with growth 
in population of those over 45 being the most rapid (45 percent 
increase over a 10-year period between 1990 and 2000) and the 
under 45 age brackets declining by 4 percent. 

• Present residents of Little Neck Village love their

garden /cottage apartments with separate entrances; these pres- 
ent buildings housing four cottages each, fit beautifully into 
the lovely environment at Little Neck which would be changed 
forever by larger, more institutionalized buildings with central 
hallways. The present architectural style is also very much in 
keeping with the Village of Marion as originally intended by 
those who were involved in its creation. 

• Present residents would welcome additions to Little 
Neck Village that are in keeping with the same garden /cottage 
style apartments placed on the additional land available, with 
similar landscaping to provide a harmonious environment. They 
would also welcome the building of a small community building 
to provide increased storage space and a laundry. 

• The existing apartments are still very livable and can 
be upgraded as needed, including stairs to second floor apart- 
ments and interior and exterior improvements. 

While the Marion Housing Trust has held public meet- 
ings to discuss its plans for expansion at Little Neck Village, 
they starting with plans for increasing elderly units only and 
that transitioned to a proposal for mixed income affordable 
housing. One of the main reasons for this change was to use 
Little Neck Village land to attempt to meet 40B state dictates 
for affordable housing in Marion and to do it at little cost to the 
town using the valuable land as the town's contribution to the 
project. 

This latest plan disregards the original intent to keep 
Little Neck Village for present and future low income elderly. 
It also has disregarded the wishes of the present residents and 
caused great anxiety and fear among those residents about be- 
ing able to remain at Little Neck Village, or being able to afford 
to remain. The prospect of having to move out of their homes

during construction to unknown locations, uncertainty about 
whether they would be moved back, and the associated costs is 
also of great concern. 

It should be clearly stated here, that no one surveyed 
or ever asked the residents of Little Neck Housing whether they 
wished to be part of a mixed income, mixed age housing popu- 
lation at Little Neck Village or whether they wished to leave 
their present, cherished apartments. Yes, public meetings were 
held and different presentations made to Little Neck residents, 
but those presentations were about plans and proposals already 
in process which would change the character and quality of their 
lives. No one ever inquired if this is what residents wanted and 
when presented with their concerns, no one can give definite 
answers because those answers lie in control of a future devel- 
oper's business plan, and most likely out of control of the Town 
of Marion. Are the elderly of Little Neck to be denied any rights 
with regard to their wishes to remain in their present homes? 

We request, again, that the Marion Housing Trust, the 
Board of Selectmen, and the Town Meeting honor and abide by 
the original intention and commitment for Little Neck Village 
to remain for the use of low income elderly residents into the 
future.

Stop by for a visit and see how 
the blacksmith works his magic. 

A blacksmith is a person who creates objects from 
iron or steel by ''forging'' the metal using tools to ham- 
mer, bend, cut, and otherwise shape it into tools, gates, 
grills, railings funiture, decorative items and cooking 
utensils as well as horse shoes. The metal is heated until it 
glows red or orange as part of the forging process. 

Blacksmithing is an ancient craft. There was a 
time in old England that, in order to become a blacksmith, 
you would have to work for a period of seven years as an 
apprentice to be followed by a period of six months as an 
"improver" and at the end of this time one could apply to 
any employer as a fully-qualified "blacksmith." During 
the time of indenture, he had to promise that he would 
not abuse his employer, use foul language, consume 
alcoholic beverages or marry and would attend church on 
Sundays. 

The apprentice earned one pound per week and 
received incremental wage increases annually until he 
received the top pay of twenty-one pounds per week by 
the time he reached the age of twenty-one. 

Fortunately, Mr. Bernier did not have to serve out 
England's requirements, but he is an expert at his craft. 
He will be happy to show you how it is done.

ORR Musician Awarded 

The first annual Herb Pomeroy Award for out- 
standing musician in a jazz combo was given to ORR's 
Mack Williamson at Worcester Poly-Tech where the 
International Association of Jazz Educators-Massachusetts 
Division hold their combo state finals. This year Mack and 
fellow jazz band member Aaron Janik co-led the ORR Jazz 
Combo. Mack held down the arranging and original com- 
position spot in this group as well as co-rehearsal leader. 
The combo pulled off an impressive first-place finish at 
Berklee this year, something past combos have not been 
able to do. Stan Ellis was an advisor, not director in this 
effort.

Herb was a judge for the state finals in combo and he 
remembered his former student.

times. Herb thought of Trevor Kellum as a young Jimmy 
Mosher, former Boston jazz alto saxophonist who worked 
for him for many years. 

A former player with the Lionel Hampton and 
Stan Kenton bands. Herb Pomeroy performed for a week 
with the legendary Charlie Parker in Boston. In 1955 Herb 
became a full-time teacher at Berklee. During his years 
there, he developed three specialized courses: Line Writ- 
ing, Jazz Composition and Arranging in the Style of Duke 
Elllington, which attracted students from around the 
world during his more than 40-year tenure at the college.

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The Strangers, Starring Liv Tyler and Scott Speedman. 
Directed by Bryan Bertino. Running time: 90 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

In The Strangers, a tightly wound home-invasion thriller, Liv Tyler 
acts with her neck. When boyrriend Scott Speedman leaves her alone in a 
house out in the boonies to go buy her some cigarettes, Tyler moves through 
the rooms in a distracted trance. She's already a bit rattled because some 
unseen young woman came calling earlier, asking for 'Tamara,'' and left 
the couple with an ominous 'TTl see you later.'' So Tyler is counting the 
minutes till Speedman returns, and suddenly there's a series of booming 
knocks on the door. Every time the door gets pounded, the tendons in 
Tyler's neck throb like cello strings. 

Liv Tyler's neck gives the best performance in The Strangers, a movie 
not designed to show off the virtuosity of actors so much as that of first- 
time writer-director Bryan Bertino. The movie is profoundly meat-and- 
potatoes bordering on minimalist. Once Tyler and Speedman — hurting 
because he popped the question and she said no — arrive at his unoccupied 
childhood house for a romantic vacation that no longer seems plausible, 
it's only a matter of time before the stalkers of the title descend on the 
house. There's no subtext that I can determine; for a while I thought 
the events would push Speedman into defensive heroics and Tyler into 
grateful acceptance of him as her groom. But no. Like Funny Games (both 
versions), this film isn't structured to bring its leads together. 

Bertino employs every trick in the book, including a few I recently 
saw in the much more disturbing French horror film Inside: a threatening 
figure slowly emerging from a room's shadows in the quiet dead of night, 
unannounced by any sting on the soundtrack; a well-meaning person 
finding out the hard way that, when entering the house of someone 
who's been getting terrorized and has a weapon, you really should loudly 
herald yourself by name, and it probably wouldn't hurt to carry a boom- 
box blaring John Philip Sousa, either. As it is, the only aural diversions 
in the movie are spookily crackle-and-pop old folk and country records, 
which kick in on the turntable whenever needed to boost tension, along 
with the musical stylings of tomandandy, the composing duo who seem 
to have embraced their fates as the new Tangerine Dream. 



The three strangers — credited as Dollface, Pin-Up Girl, and The 
Man in the Mask — hide their features behind fagades appropriate 
to their script names; the Man goes in for the disfigured-burlap look 
as seen in The Orphanage. The movie is derivative as hell, but Bertino 
shows a good deal of craft — if not as a writer, then as a director, a 
skillful carpenter (thoughnot Carpenter) of nerve-punching moments. 
The Strangers is a decent calling card, a means for a young man (Ber- 
tino is 28) to prove he can deliver on a budget of peanuts ($9 million, 
chicken scratch these days) and a roster of speaking roles topping out 
at eight. It's not quite the big-splash horror debut we've seen from 
so many others, but it could indicate that Bertino is capable of great 
bowel-emptying cinema if he hands off the Final Draft software to 
someone else next time. 

The Strangers opens with one of those basso-profundo narrations 
(think John Larroquette in The Texas Chainsaw Massacre) assuring us 
that The Brutal Events You Are About to Witness Are True, though 
savvy viewers will mentally replace the last two words with "Were 
Invented By Someone Who's Seen the Same Horror Movies You 
Have." For all that, I didn't mind the movie, impersonal and familiar 
as it is; technically it's both quirky and assured, it knows when to be 
quiet, and the final sequence, shot in the harsh glare of dawn, gives 
us a few haunting peeks out the windows at the oblivious weeds and 
dirt roads: Morning has broken, the nightmare is supposed to be over, 
but it isn't. Bryan Bertino puts enough odd touches into The Strang- 
ers — bits and pieces that haunt us obliquely, such as our almost but 
not quite seeing the faces behind the masks — that I'm quite curious 
to see what he does for an encore.
